before of old ordained to this condem- 
nation, ungodly men, turning the grace of 
our God into lasciviousness, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ.”’ 
There will be some Christians who will con- 
tend for ‘“peace’’. But this scripture does 
not tell us to have peace with men, modern- 
ists, rationalists, unbelievers, false teachers 
that deny the Lord Jesus Christ. Some peo- 
ple do not like “contentions” they say. But 
whether we like it or not, to contend for the 
faith is the plain duty commanded for every 
Christian. Any kind_of § Christianity 
wants peace with unbelievers and agreement 
with doubters and fellowship with modernists, 
go against the plain command of II Corinthians 
6:14-16. Read again what God says about 


having ‘peace’ or “fellowship”. or ‘“‘com- 
munion’’ or ‘‘eoncord”™” or ‘‘part’’ or “agree 
ment” with such unbelievers. 


“Be ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers: for what _ fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion math light with dark- 
ness? 15. And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? Or what part hath he that 
believeth with an _ infidel? 16. And 
what agreement hath the temple. of God 
with idols?” 
According to this scripture 
peace with such company. They are the 
enemies of Christ and the Bible. Honest 
Christians may differ as to some details’ of 
Bible interpretation but honest Christians can- 
not differ.about the deity ot Christ nor 
whether the Bible is all God's Word, in- 
fallibly true, nor about the blood atonement 
nor about the miracles such as the _ virgin 
birth and the bodily resurrection. of. Christ, 
the creation of the. world by the direct act of 
God, etc., nor about a literal Hell. -When a 
man dissents from what the Bible says on such 
great fundamentals of the faith then that man 
has no right to call himself a Christian, much 
less a preacher of the gospel or a teacher of 
Such a man is an impostor, a de- 
ceiver, a false prophet. An honest infidel 
one might somewhat respect even though the 
Bibleecalls him a fool.- But an infidel in the 
garb of a preacher with language of deceit 
because of covetousness, is a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing, a base hypocrite He forfeits .the 
respect of decent people and should have open 
scorn and public exposure at the hands of true 
Christians everywhere. The Bible commands 
us to contend earnestly for the faith. 
Do Not Receive False Teachers Into Your 
House Nor Bid Them God Speed. 

The attitude of an honest Bible believing 
Christian toward unbelievers and those who 
do not aBide in the doctrine of Christ is 
plainly told in the second epistle of John, 
verses 9 to 11. 

“Whosoever transgresseth, and  abideth 

not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not 

God. He that abideth in the doctrine of 

Christ, he hath both the Father and the 

Son. 10. If there come any unto you, 

and bring not this doctrine, receive him 

not into your house, neither bid him God 

speed: 11. For he that biddeth him God 

speed is partaker of his evil deeds.”’ 
You can see from. the above seriptures that 
the Lord here means not.anly an unsaved man 
but one who brings the wrong doctrine about 
Christ, oné who does not believe what the 
Bible teaches about Him. Here is the proper 
attitude for a Christian toward unbelieving 
preachers, those who do not hold to the great 
fundamentals of the faith, should be: “RE- 
CEIVE HIM NOT INTO YOUR HOUSE, 
NEITHER BID HIM GOD SPEED:"'! Do not 
let a modernist eat at your table. Do not let 
him sleep on your bed. Do not pay his 
railroad fare. Do, not wish him prosperity. 
Do not do anything to endorse or support a 
modernist for if you do the Bible says that you 
are a partaker of his evil deeds and. will 
certainly suffer part of his punishment. This 
is another -.way of saying, ‘‘Be ye not- unequal- 
ly yoked together with unbelievers.’’ Any yoke 


it is sin to seek 


that binds a believer in the Bible with one. 


who does not believe the Bible in an unequal! 
yoke and it is wicked for a Christian to be 
bound by such ties. 
If Your Pastor Is A Modernist, What Then? 
Suppose you are a member of a church and 
your pastor does not believe in a Jiteral Hell 
such as the Bible teaches. That means, of 
course, that he does mot believe the Bible. If 
pushed ‘on the matter he might say that he 
believed the Bible was the Word of God, but 
not that it was verbally inspired, that is, word- 
fer-worg. He would probably use “feigned 
words” to deceive the people but actually he 
is an unbeliever. If he does not believe the 
Bible then he does not believe what the Bible 
says about Christ. What should ai church 
member do in such a case? The answer is 
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plainly given in the Bible. Have no part or 
lot or agreement or concord oF fellowship 
with such a man. Give not a penny to his 
salary for in so doing you would bid him God 
speed and be a partaker of his evil deeds. 
That is the first thing. The second is to open- 
ly expose his modernism and “earnestly con- 
tend for faith.’’ Christians ought not to be 
quiet and cowardly when it is plain duty to 
be like Paul, ‘“‘set for the defénce of the gos- 
pel” (Philippians 1:17.) The third duty, I 
think, is obvious. If you cannot put out such 
a leader from the pastorkte of the church 
where your fellowship is, then only one thing 
remains to be done and that is to leave it 
immediately. You cannot please God and re- 
main yoked up with such unbelievers. 

In this good church where it is my joy 
and privilege to minister, the Fundamental- 
ist Baptist Tabernacle, Dallas, Texas, I have 


given plain and repeated instructions to my 
good men. If ever in my absence there 
should come a man upon this platform who 
should cast doubt upon anv of the great fund- 
amental truths of the Bible, the inspiration 
of the Book, the deity of Christ, the blood 
atonement, or any of those other fundamental 
truths upon which the integrity of the Chris 
tian religion hangs, I have urged these men 
to take the matter in hand. It would be their 
plain duty to march to the platform, stop the 
sermon, and drag that lying hypocrite from 
this holy place! It would be a crime against 
God and against the people to allow such 
doubt and unbelief taught from the pulpit. 
To listen to a modernist without protest is a 


sin. To pay his salary is wickedness. To 
associate with him is to put righteousness with 
unrighteousness, light with darkness, Christ 
with Belial, and’'the temple of God with idols. 
“Be ye not unequally yoked together with un- 
believers.”” Modernists often cry,Peace, peace, 
but there is no peace. 

There can be no peace on feligious grounds 
between believers and unbelievers, children of 
God and children of Satan.
